Ontario Cannot Afford to Disregard 
Her Timber Wealth. 


“Some morning you may wake up 
and find your tax list has changed 
its aspect,” was the warning Prof. 
Fernow gave, speaking of the timber 
resources of Ontario at the Toronto 
Canadian Club a short time ago. The 
forests had been drawn upon to light 
en the tax bill, the golden goose was 
very near ite finish, he declared, and 
other resources must be drawn upon 
to make good the deficiency, 

He had read in the papers that the 
fires had done no damuage because 
they had only run over old slash. 
This was where the Government had 
failed to realize their responsibility. 
The forest fires were destroying the 
young growth and preventing the re- 
cuperation of the lands for future 
wood cuts, It was o disgrace that in 
spite of the large expenditure for this 
purpose they could not cope with the 
evil. There was either carelessness 
or deplorable mismanagement. There 
was a lack of moral — evident also 
among those who contiibuted to such 
waste, 

The Ontario Government was proud 
to be nble to say thet in the limita 
there were ten to twelve billion feet 
of white pine. But this was only four 
years’ supply of the United States’ 


consumption 
In the timber area of British Co- 
lumbia, he estimated 30.000,000,000 


as the United States con- 
was 40,000,000,000 a year 
represented ten years’ con- 


feet, but

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NAUTICAL SLANG, 


Many Phrases imbedded In English 


Popular Speech. 

Talking of slang, has any one ever 
made a list of the nautical slang im- 
bedded in aes popular speech? 
Most people who speak of # person 
“carrying on” would be surprised to 
learned that they are using a nauti- 
cal metaphor. To carry on is literal. 
ly to carry a great deal of sail, gener. 
ally too much for the weather con- 
ditions—that is, to behave in a more 
or less sensational and foolish man- 
ner. To say that one is “taken 
aback” is a metaphor from the man- 
agement of a sq rigged ship, 
which is “taken aback” when. 
through carelessness or ill luck, the 
wind gets round to the wrong side 
of the sails—an awkward and perhaps 
dangerous accident. To give any: 
thing ‘‘a wide berth” is sailor’s elang. 
It means literally to Rey a thing-- 
probably a rock or other danger—n 
wide bed to lie in. We speak of 
“sounding” a person with reference 
to some proposal. The metaphor is 
that of a navigator finding his way 
cautiously by trying the depths, say, 
in approaching an unfamiliar shore. 
“Landmark” is not at all a nautical 
looking word, but it is strictly a mark 
on land—a tower, building or other 
prominent object—which serves to 
guide the mariner clear of rocks aud 
shoals into a port. 

More obviously nautical, but prob- 
ably equally vaguely understood, are 
such phrases as ‘sailing close to the 
wind,” “look out for squalls,” “keep 
one’s weather eye open,” “take the 
wind out of one’s sails,” ‘see wheth- 
er the coast is clear.’’ To sail ciose 
to the wind is to try to keep directly 
on one’s course when tacking is al- 
most necessary and so to run a risk 
of being taken aback. To keep one's 
weather eye open is to keep a sharp 
lookout on the weather side of the 
ship (that is, to windward, where 
the weather comes from) for the 
signs which mark the approach cf 
squalls. To take the wind out of 
another boat’s sails is to overhaul 
her (presumably in racing) and pass 
to windward, thus cutting off her wind 
for the time being. To see whether 
the const is clear is to find out 
whether it is free from outlying dan- 
gers, such as rocks and shoals or from 
enemies in naval war or smuggling. 
Finally we have one or two ship- 
building metaphors. We speak of 
having on piece of work ‘on the 
stock,”’ stocks being the frame of 
timbers which supports a ship while 
she is building. If she is well built 
of the best materials, she is ‘A1l”’— 
the highest grade in Lloyd's classi- 
fication.

RESOURCE AND TACT. 


Precious Contents of His Bag Mave 
Often Been Sought by Covetous 
Thieves, Both Private and Political 
—Valuables Not Alone Carried In 
the Mysterious Satchel — Official 
Documents Are Discreetly Handled. 


The King of England’s Messenger 
has been a busy person during the 
last few days. This functionasy is 
no longer of the same paramount im- 
portance for the conduct of official 
correspondence as formerly. He has 
been superseded in great degree by— 
the postinan. 

he Foreign Service Messenger—- 
when posts were few, and trains were 
crowded, and traveling was slow—was 
@ person of great consequence, and 
was trented with the utmost defer- 
ence. The deck cabin on board the 
steamer and u coupe in the railway 
train were always placed at his dis- 
posal; and in this respect he was 
able to exercise gratuitous hospital- 
ity towards a friend or traveling ax 
quaintance, 

Many were the stories of how for- 
eign spies and divers designing per- 
sons laid traps to get into conversa- 
tion with the trusted official in order 
to obtain access to the precious con- 
tents. The “bag” was always regard- 

fs a sacred charge, which must 
not for a moment be lost sight of; 
and it behoved its custodian to sleep: 
even in the sanctuary of his coupe 
with one eye open lest some nocturn- 
al intruder should break in upon him 
with evil intent. 

Yet it must be admitted that the 
contents of the bag were not always 
rigidly restricted to state papers and 
official despatches. The messenger 
was a very convenient vehicle for 
the conveyance of bulky correspond- 
ence and divers parcels to and from 
illustrious rsonages or any of the 
personnel of the embassy. Indeed, so 
recognized was the institution that 
privileged persons would take elabor- 
ate trouble to send their missives to 
the Foreign Office to be favored by 
the “Queen's Messenger” long after 
the improvement in the ordinary pos- 
tal arrangements rendered the post- 
man quite as expeditious and econo. 
mieal an agent. 

There was a story that a gentleman 
on board the steamer one day observ- 
ed that the messenger was not guard- 
ing his charge with the extreme vigi-~ 
lance which tradition prescribed, and 
on suggesting that there was some 
risk of the bag being tampered with, 
received the light-hearted reply: 
“Well, the thief would only get the 
ambassador's old boota, which I am 
taking home to be mended.” 

The travel from Tondon to St. Prt- 
ersburg and back within a week in 
wintry weather is n test of a sound 
constitution and of being possessed 
of an enviable nervous system.  Al- 
though the roster is carefully kept 
and every effort made to accord an 
interval between two long journeys, 
it by no means rarely happens that 
the exigencies of the service necessi-

NE of the greatest objects o1 
O interest In the Louvre, Paris, is a 
map of France made of precious 
stones, which was presented to that 
country by the present czar, The map is 
forty Inches square, and is made of gold 
and precious stones, The gold came 
from Siberia and the precious stones 
from the Imperial Russian mines, It 
is framed in slate-colored jasper. 
‘The sea is represented by pale and pre- 
clous marble, and = foreign countries 
(necessarily included)—England, Ger- 
many, Italy and Spain-—are represent- 
ed in dark gray onyx. Some of the 
gems are so rare they are never found 


in commerce, One hundred and. six 
of the important towns in France 
are given, their names being inlaid 
in gold, and the towns themselves 


are marked in jewels, Paris is repre- 
sented by a huge ruby, Havre by an 
emerald, Rouen by a sapphire, Lille 


by rock crystal, Rheims by a = chrys- 
olite, Lyons by a tourmaline, Nantes 


by a beryl, Bordeaux by an aquamarine, 
Nice by a garnet, Cherbourg by an alex- 
andrite from the Urals (which is 
green by day and a red blue at night), 
and so on for all the towns, The map 
is valued at $00,000, and came out

CANADIAN FORESTS. 


Estimates of Their Area Greatly Re- 
duced of Late. ! 

Following close on the reports of} 
widespread havoe from forest fires, | 
more destruct've and extensive than 
for several ;easotts past, comes the 
startling announcemdnt that, instead 
of the eight hundred or one thousand 
inillion acres of forest land with 
which Canada has been credited, she 
has only about one hundred million 
acres of merchantable timber, that | 
is, timber that is fit for pulpwood 
or saw-timber. 

This, at least, is the estimate of 
Dr. Judson F. Clark, whose general 
knowledge and wide practical exper: 
jence of the subject entitle him +o 
tank among the first of Canadian 
forestry experts. In addition to serv. ' 
ing for several vears as forester to 
the Province of Ontario, Dr. Clark has 
had several years’ experience in the 
timber business in British Columbia, 
in addition to considerable service 
under the U. 8. Forest Service. Dr. 
Fernow, head of the Faculty of For- 
estry of the University of Toronto, 
is not quite so pessimistic, placing 
Canada’s area of merchantable — tim- 
ber at some two hundred million ; 
acres. 

How far this removes Canada’s tim- 
ber supply from the “inexhaustible”, 
stage in which Canadians have so, 
been accustomed to place it may be | 
readily surmised. It must moreover, 
be remembered that the world’s de- 
mand for timber is yearly increasing 
while the sources of supply are year- 
ly becoming more restricted. In a 
very few years Canada will stand al- 
most alone as a timber-exporting 
country--alone, at any rate, on this 
continent. 

The imperative necessity, therefore, 
of husbanding this country’s timber 
wealth is at once apparent, and it is 
fn necessity that cannot be met by in 
dividual effort. To meet the case, 
there must be ection by the govern- 
ments, both federal and provincial, | 
in the direction of the conservation 
of the timber wealth in their posses: | 
sion; fortunately, by far the greater!
